^^*^HE  administration  and  supervision  of  the  Public  School  Systems  of  our

The  administration  of  Webster  High  School  believes  the  course  of  study 
should  be  as  broad  as  possible,  that  each  student  may  find  subjects  that  appeal 
to  him  and  in  which  he  is  interested.  When  proper  and  satisfactory  combina- 
tions have  been  found  and  certain  adjustments  made,  success  depends  largely 
on  the  efforts  put  forth  by  the  student.

Study  conditions  are  important  and  have  much  to  do  with  success.  Quiet 
surroundings  are  essential  to  real  study,  while  excitement  is  most  harmful. 

Let  us  reduce  our  failure  list  by  hard,  faithful  study  rather  than  by  making 
requirements  so  easy  that  work  is  not  necessary.

ONCE  more  the  curtains  part,  and  there  appear  upon  the  spothghted  stage 
the  actors  and  actresses  of  the  great  drama.

One  can  learn  so  much  in  the  company  of  other  students  and  a  kindly  and 
instructive  sponsor:  to  be  butcher,  baker,  or  candlestick-maker;  to  be  chemist 
or  physicist,  artist,  composer,  novelist,  poet,  singer.

For  his  amusement  there  are  travellers,  who  relate  their  interesting  expe- 
riences in  a  way  that  is  fascinating  and  elevating  to  hear;  there  are  business 
executives,  who  teach  him  the  intricacies  of  their  world;  there  are  singers  of 
repute,  who  display  their  talents  for  his  pleasure;  there  are  critics  and  editors, 
and  newspaper  reporters,  who  develop  his  interest  in  things  literary;  there  are 
scientists,  who  conduct  little  excursions  for  him  into  the  laboratories  of  Edison 
or  Pasteur.

The  essentials  of  business  that  he  may  have  learned  may  be  applied  in  his 
daily  work. 

The  time  he  spends  is  not  only  a  time  for  play  and  recreation,  but  also 
for  the  absorbing  of  knowledge  and  wisdom  to  be  used  later  on  for  his  benefit.

For  several  years  Webster  has  made  a  name  for  itself  in  debating.  Among 
the  ranks  of  the  debaters  there  have  been  many  distinguished  people.  Although 
debating  has  long  been  considered  a  minor  sport,  it  is  picking  up  and  attracting 
many  young  hopefuls. 

Every  year  Webster  has  sent  teams  to  Fulton  for  the  William  Woods  and 
Westminster  Debating  Contests.  Teams  from  all  over  the  state  are  entered 
in  this  tournament.  Several  times  both  the  boys  and  girls  have  been  successful 
in  carrying  off  the  honors  of  these  contests.  This  year,  however,  neither  team 
was  overwhelmingly  successful,  but  both  got  into  the  second  round  debates. 

This  year  a  large  number  turned  out  for  debate.  In  order  that  no  one 
might  struggle  in  vain,  Mr.  Aldrich  gave  each  one  a  chance  to  debate.  In  all 
there  have  been  twenty-seven  debates.  They  have  been  held  with  nearly  all 
the  city  and  county  high  schools,  St.  Charles,  and  the  various  teams  at  the 
Fulton  contests.  Webster  has  won  nine  debates  in  all  this  season,  lost  nine, 
and  participated  in  nine  non-decision  debates. 

Closely  allied  with  the  debate  team  is  the  National  Forensic  League.  This 
offers  recognition  of  the  work  of  the  debater.  The  league  is  a  National  Honorary 
Debating  Fraternity.  In  the  year  of  1929-30  we  have  added  many  new  members 
to  the  national  ranks.  At  the  present,  Webster  High  School  has  the  leading 
chapter  in  the  Missouri  District  of  the  National  Forensic  League.  In  recognition 
for  the  debaters'  hard  work,  Webster  offers  a  letter  to  those  who  have  earned 
the  required  number  of  points  during  the  year.

The  Junior  Vocational  Guidance  Club  has  just  completed  its  second 
successful  year.  Its  membership  was  composed  of  about  thirty  juniors  who 
met  regularly  throughout  the  school  year. 

Its  purpose  has  been  to  acquaint  its  members  with  the  problems  which 
will  be  encountered  upon  entering  the  business  or  professional  world.  It  has 
also  tried  to  help  them  decide  what  vocation  or  profession  they  wish  to  enter. 
At  the  weekly  meetings  speakers  told  them  about  their  respective  professions, 
speaking  of  the  possibilities,  the  requirements,  the  future,  and  the  remuneration 
that  might  be  expected.  Among  the  persons  who  addressed  them  were  Air. 
Floyd  Davis,  who  spoke  on  real  estate;  Mr.  Alex  Miltenberger,  who  spoke  on 
banking;  Mrs.  Eleanor  Manning,  who  spoke  on  library  work;  and  Mr.  W.  A. 
Schulz,  who  spoke  on  the  medical  profession. 

Another  side  of  the  business  world  was  studied  by  means  of  trips  taken 
to  different  plants  and  factories  in  or  around  St.  Louis.  On  these  trips  the 
manner  in  which  the  products  are  made  was  carefully  explained  to  them.  They 
were  first  shown  the  raw  product  and  then  the  various  steps  necessary  to  bring 
forth  the  finished  product.  Trips  were  made  in  connection  with  the  other 
vocational  club  to  the  More-Jones  Brass  Works,  the  National  Candy  Factory, 
the  Loose-Wiles  Bakery  Co.,  and  the  Pevely  Dairy. 

Following  last  year's  example,  the  two  clubs  held  two  joint  picnics.  The 
fall  picnic  was  at  the  Miltenberger  farm  at  Hillsboro.  The  spring  party  was 
held  recently  and  was  as  much  of  a  success  as  the  other.

Blue  and  white,  the  Girl  Reserve 
colors,  are  carried  out  in  the  uniform  which  consists  of  a  white  middy  blouse  with 
a  blue  or  white  skirt  and  a  blue  beret  and  blue  tie.

The  Webster  Groves  High  School  Band  was  started  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Gore  in  1925. 
At  that  time  it  was  composed  of  eighteen  members.  When  the  organization  was 
first  started  Mr.  Gore  played  the  clarinet,  and,  in  his  own  words,  played  as 
loud  as  he  could  so  that  they  would  all  end  at  the  same  time.  Mr.  William  B. 
Heyne  directed  the  band  during  the  first  and  the  early  part  of  the  second  year. 
Then  Mr.  Gore  secured  Mr.  Lemcke  to  direct  the  band.  In  1926  the  Band 
went  to  Columbia  and  came  home  with  the  third  place  award.  The  following 
year  the  Band  returned  to  Columbia  and  this  time  returned  with  the  cup  for 
Class  "A"  Bands.  During  1927-28  the  band  was  asked  to  play  for  the  assemblies 
of  the  Normandy  and  University  High  Schools.  Just  before  the  members  went 
to  the  state  contests  in  that  year,  the  Rotary  Club  of  Webster  provided  uniforms 
for  them.  In  the  season  1928-29  the  band  played  for  the  County  Teachers' 
Association  and  gave  a  formal  concert  of  their  own  beside  making  many  other 
appearances. 

With  characteristic  fervor  the  band  has  entered  into  numerous  activities 
this  year.  Its  program  has  included  football  and  basketball  games,  and  tourna- 
ments. The  members  have  played  in  the  assemblies  of  the  neighboring  schools, 
played  at  Boy  Scout  meetings,  at  a  Brotherhood  meeting,  and  at  the  Old  Folks' 
Home  in  Kirkwood.  The  Band  gave  an  informal  concert  for  the  Rotarian  Con- 
vention at  Mexico  City,  beside  the  annual  concert  given  on  the  ninth  of  May.

In  1924  the  orchestra  was  brought  into  existence  in  Webster  High  Schol 
by  WiUiam  B.  Heyne  who  was  the  director  of  music  at  that  time.  The  orchestra 
remained  under  his  direction  for  two  years,  after  which  time  it  came  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  P.  Thomas.  In  1928  Mr.  Lemcke  took  charge  of  both  the 
orchestra  and  the  band,  and  they  have  remained  under  his  supervision  ever  since. 
At  the  present  time  the  orchestra,  which  is  composed  of  over  thirty-five  players, 
practices  twice  a  week;  and  the  string  section  holds  an  additional  rehearsal 
every  Friday  under  the  direction  of  Martin  Hasse,   the  Assistant  Director. 

While  the  orchestra  has  done  excellent  work  this  year,  the  members  have 
not  had  much  chance  to  exhibit  their  accomplishments.  Several  times  during 
the  year  the  whole  orchestra  has  performed  from  the  stage,  and  at  others  they 
have  entertained  from  the  cramped  quarters  of  the  "orchestra  pit".  Often  in- 
dividual members  have  appeared  in  our  assembly  programs  and  have  given 
much  pleasure  by  their  renditions. 

The  orchestra  played  for  the  operetta  this  year.  Several  members  played 
the  music  for  the  entire  production,  while  the  whole  group  entertained  between 
the  acts.  The  cast  declared  that  the  orchestra  was  an  enormous  aid  in  making 
the  presentation  a  success.  Also  under  the  leadership  of  Martin  Hasse,  the 
organization  played  the  prelude  and  the  processional  for  the  Echo  Queen  corona- 
tion ceremonv. 
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0N  down  the  field  they  came,  to  victory — or  to  defeat,  eleven  tired,  mud- 
covered  boys  urged  on  by  the  cheering  hundreds  that  eagerly  witness 
their  triumphing  march.  Who  is  it  among  those  eleven  boys  who  would 
have  given  up  those  short  hours  of  good,  clean  fun,  though  defeat  may  have 
been  the  ultimate  end?  They  have  strengthened  themselves  in  body  and  in 
spirit,  and  they  have  fought  with  all  they  had.  Good  sportsmanship  has  been 
their  aim,  and  they  have  achieved  it.  Pushing  with  all  their  strength  against 
a  veritable  bulwark  of  humanity,  they  have  given  of  their  all  for  their  Alma 
Mater,  and  she  asks  no  more  than  this. 

Eleven  breathless,  and  equally  tired  girls  run  down  the  field  to  the  far, 
far  distant  goal,  striving  for  possession  of  the  elusive  ball  that  wins  or  loses  a 
game.  They,  too,  march  onward  to  victory  or  defeat.  They,  too,  have  given 
of  their  all  for  their  school,  and  have  fought  the  good  fight  well.  Ofttimes  it 
was  bitter  cold,  and  the  wind  chilled  the  players  to  the  bone,  but  'twas  do  or 
die  for  them  until  the  final  whistle  sounded.     Surely,  admiration  is  due  them. 

The  months  pass,  and  the  eager-eyed  watchers  follow  the  progress  of  two 
comparatively  small  groups,  one  composed  of  girls,  one  of  boys.  The  former 
carry  with  them  a  wonderful  reputation  for  games  won.  Theirs  is  the  charge 
to  keep  the  slate  clean  of  defeats.  But  though  that  surface  may  be  marred 
by  defeats,  the  spirit  is  still  ;oyful  and  whole-hearted.  The  quintet  of  rangy 
youths  has  the  duty  to  establish  a  record  that  will  be  the  envy  of  future  days, 
the  pride  of  each  player's  heart. 

Each  game  is  spirited,  cleanly  fought,  fairly  ended.  Each  decision  is  fair 
and  square,  and  though  the  victory  may  not  seem  to  have  been  awarded  to 
the  deserving  team,  it  is  the  game,  and  not  the  score,  that  counts,  and  that 
remains  in  the  watcher's  mind.  Here,  too,  each  player  has  a  chance  to  strengthen 
himself,  to  quicken  his  eye,  and  to  become  a  good  sport. 

Again  the  months  revolve  in  their  cycle  and  the  spring  arrives  with  all 
the  glory  of  balmy  days  and  gentle  breezes.  But  now  a  large  group  of  boys 
and  girls  devote  their  leisure  hours  to  perfecting  their  skill  in  athletic  feats. 
They  run;  they  hurdle;  they  broadjump;  they  high  jump;  they  display  their 
strength  with  weights;  and 'the  watchers  gaze  in  amazement  as  records  are 
broken  and  fall. 

There  is  still  another  group  of  boys  who  display  their  ability  on  the 
diamond.  And  though  the  watchers  are  not  so  numerous,  they  keep  up 
a  fighting  spirit.  Defeat  marks  their  early  attempts,  but  they  prove  to  all 
that  there  is  nothing  strong  enough  to  down  them.

About  one  hundred  men  answered  the  call  of  Coach  Gaines  for  first  baseball 
practice  in  the  middle  of  March.  Inside  of  a  week  the  number  was  cut  down 
to  the  eighteen  men  that  represented  Webster  in  the  baseball  clashes.  Among 
this  number  were  Coates,  Hudson,  Coyne,  and  Schutz,  four  of  last  year's 
lettermen. 

The  batteries  this  year  boasted  of  Hemphill  behind  the  plate,  and  Hudson 
and  A.  Kotovsky  on  the  mound. 

The  initial  sack  was  covered  very  efficiently  by  Bailey,  who  is  expected  to 
develop  into  a  heavy  hitter  before  the  season  is  over.  The  keystone  sack  was 
guarded  by  Captain  Schutz,  who  was  aided  at  times  by  S.  Smith,  a  rookie  of 
whom  much  is  to  be  expected  in  the  next  seasons.  The  position  of  shortstop 
was  played  by  Honig  and  Haywood.  At  the  hot  corner  was  Dick  Coates,  the 
veteran  baseman  and  a  last  year's  letterman.

This  year  the  track  team  got  off  to  a  poor  start.  In  the  Booneville  Indoor 
Meet,  March  22,  Webster  copped  only  one  place,  Frank  Fuchs  winning  first  in 
the  high  hurdles.  The  following  week,  at  the  State  Indoor  Meet,  the  Webster 
cindermen  did  a  little  better.  Freschi,  in  competition  for  the  first  time,  garnered 
a  second  in  the  medley  and  third  in  the  440-yard  relay. 

On  April  5  at  the  Carlyle  Relays,  in  competition  with  twenty-one  schools 
from  Illinois,  the  relay  team,  made  up  of  Freschi,  D.  Sibley,  P.  Sibley,  and  Leek 
took  third  in  the  half-mile  relay  and  first  in  the  medley. 

Webster  looked  especially  strong  in  all  of  the  relays.  With  Freschi,  the 
two  Sibleys,  and  Leek  in  the  sprint  relays  and  Wendel,  the  Sibleys,  and  Leek 
running  quarters,  the  relay  teams  should  place  anywhere. 

The  team  also  abounded  with  individual  stars  this  year.  Freschi  stands 
alone  in  the  century  dart  and  shot-put,  while  P.  Sibley  takes  care  of  the  rest  of 
the  weights.  In  the  220-yard  dash  D.  Sibley  and  Leek  stand  out,  with  P.  Sibley 
joining  Leek  in  the  440  and  broad  jump.  Fuchs  is  doing  well  in  the  hurdles, 
while  Boler  is  hard  to  beat  in  the  distance  runs.  The  only  apparent  weak  spot 
on  the  team  is  in  the  jumps,  the  pole  vault,  and  the  high-jump,  but  if  Weigel 
continues  to  improve,  he  will  easily  take  care  of  his  part. 

On  Saturday,  April  12,  the  Webster  tracksters  played  host  to  the  St.  Louis 
U.  High  athletes  on  Kopplin  Field.  The  Webster  Seniors  won  by  the  over- 
whelming score  of  107  to  18.  The  visitors  luckily  won  a  first  in  the  220  after 
Leek  was  disqualified,  it  being  their  only  first.  Sibley  was  high  point  man  with 
Freschi  coming  second.  Freschi's  time  of  10.3  in  the  100  was  outstanding,  while 
Sibley's  heave  of  153'7"  with  the  javelin  was  also  very  good. 

All  in  all,  the  team  looks  fine  and  should  attain  many  new  honors  for  Web- 
ster in  the  coming  meets.

Athletic  feats  worthy  of  recognition  are  to  be 
discovered  among  the  pages;  scholastic  students  may  find  themselves  among 
this  motley  horde;  mere  fun-loving  boys  and  girls  with  not  much  thought  of 
school  work  in  their  unwise  heads  perhaps  appear  here  and  there;  students 
who  come  to  school  partly  for  the  romantic  element  presented,  may  see  the 
result  of  their  labor,  scholastic  and  otherwise. 

A  varied  vodvil  it  is  that  is  presented  to  an  amused,  yet  an  interested 
audience.  And  there  is  yet  another  feature  of  jolly  good  fun  and  entertainment 
that  makes  the  watchers  pause  and  use  their  brains  perhaps  more  than  a  little. 
A  simple  little  tale  is  presented,  with  smiling,  scowling,  vague,  distinct,  beautiful, 
ugly,  serious,  and  stupid  faces  peering  out  from  the  lines;  a  simple  story  told 
in  a  simple  way,  for  some  students.  By  it  one  may  learn  what  good  his  past 
year  at  high  school  has  done  him,  how  many  new  friends  have  been  gained. 
Their  faces  are,  perchance,  a  key  to  the  name  that  continues  the  story  that 
seems  so  tangled  and  stupid. 

And  so,  as  there  comes  an  end  to  all  things,  there  comes  an  end  to  this 
short  and  inadequate  drama  of  school  life.  The  curtains  close  with  an  air  of 
finality.  The  audience  watches  the  process  with  mixed  emotions.  How  very 
much  lies  behind  these  curtains! 

How  very  much  has  been  revealed!  And  now  "finis"  is  written  across 
their  folds.

When  the  final  results  were  announced,  it  was  found  that  Webster,  with  thirty- 
nine  points,  came  second  in  the  curricular  meet.  Central  High  of  Kansas  City 
alone  surpassing  her.  Webster  also  won  the  plaque  for  debating  and  tied  for 
the  one  in  English;  duplicates  of  this  later  award  were  presented  to  each  of 
the  tying  contestants. 

Those  who  placed  first  were:  Colvin  Sivells  in  Advanced  Algebra,  Sophia 
Fox  in  Senior  English,  Inez  Wilson  in  Cicero,  and  Jeannette  Rottersmann,  and 
David  Horton  in  Debate;  also  Jeannette  Rottersmann's  drawing  for  the 
"Highlights"  division  page  of  this  book  was  awarded  first  place  for  journalistic 
drawings.  The  winners  of  second  place  medals  were:  Virginia  Stone  for 
Senior  English,  Jessie  Jeter  for  Cicero,  Jeannette  Rottersmann  for  Extempora- 
neous Speaking  and  for  the  art  contest  in  still  life  and  pastel.  Third  place 
winners  were:  Donald  Ellinger  in  Biology,  Mary  Evelyn  Fox  in  Cicero,  Eliza- 
beth Hixson  in  Vergil,  and  Marceline  Holekamp  in  the  art  contest  for  lettering. 
Colvin  Sivells  placed  fourth  in  Chemistry,  and  Harriet  Metcalf  in  Plane 
Geometry.  Sophia  Fox  and  Colvin  Sivells  were  awarded  full  year  scholarships 
for  placing  first  in  Senior  subjects,  while  Virginia  Stone  received  a  single  semester 
scholarship  for  placing  second. 

The  Girls'  Glee  Club  placed  first  in  Class  A  glee  clubs.  The  girls'  quartet 
also  placed  first  in  their  contest,  while  the  mixed  quartet  took  third  place. 
The  Webster  Echo  was  judged  the  best  newspaper  in  Class  B.  The  track  team 
won  second  in  the  State  Track  meet  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  curricular 
contests,  losing  to  North  East  High  of  Kansas  City  by  only  one  and  one-third 
points.
